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FOREITORD 


The  lov^a  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a  na- 
tion-mde  organization  vrhich  is  entrusted  \fith  the  responsibility  of  operating 
a  standard  statistical  service  for  a^ricultiire.     The  Division  of  A^^ricultural 
Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  lov/a  State  Departiaent  of  Agriculture  irorking 
in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Ilarlzeting  Service  of  the  United  States 
Depoj-tnont  of  Agriculture.     The  yeea"  1939  narked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  lovra  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is 
to  raeet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical  nature 
and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  Iowa 
and  the  United  States, 

In  recent  years^  there  has  been  r-n  increasing  demand  from,  agricultural 
organizations J   commercial  interests^  teachers,  legislators,   and  county.  State 
and  governmental  agencies  for  agric^iltural  data  showing  the  trends  of  chan-ge 
in  counties,     Idttle  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for 
each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.      So  urgent  is  the  need  for  coun- 
ty data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considerable 
cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  coujitjr  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  e:cisting  State 
and  I'ederal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State~Tn.de  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultui^al  EccnoLucs 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  com.pleted  on  Official 
Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.     Official  Project 
665-72-3-56  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  29  and  31. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation 
of  thfl  m.aterials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  lovra 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  beon  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  lov/a  assessors  and  tax  officials  who 
collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  lai7S„  Yfith- 
out  these  data  by  tovmships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

Eajrette  County,   as  originally  established  on  December  21,  1837  l/ ,  rre.s 
the  larc;est  county  in  the  United  States,   embracing  an  area  of  140,000  square 
milesc     It  included  most  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  nearly  all  of  the  Dahotas, 
and  northern  lovra.  to  the  liissouri  River,     In  1847  the  county  v^as  reduced  to 
its  present  size  and  was  named  for  the  Marquis  de  Lafayette. 

C-eorge  Culver,  an  Indian  trader,  vms  the  first  Y^rhite  man  to  build  a  cabin 
in  the  county..     He  settled  in  Illyria  Tor/nship  in  1841.     Andrew  Hensley  and 
his  fanily  settled  in  Fairfield  Tov/nship  in  1842.     Other  families  soon  follow- 
ed end  settled  in  various  parts  of  the  county. 

The  county  v/as  form.ally  organized  in  1850  and  the  county-seat  T.ras  located 
at  TTest  Union,  a  town  which  had  been  laid  out  in  1849.  z/    Several  small  settle- 
ments and  toxrns  sprang  up  around  1850,   smong-  them  was  Clermont  in  1849,  Tfill- 
iam.  Larrabee,  vdio  became  the  loth  G-overnor    of  Iowa  (1886-1890),  made  his  home 
here,  o/ 

The  first  railroad  in  the  county  vj-as  the  Burlington  and  Cedar  pLapids  F.oad 
which  Mas  completed  in  1872,  4/ 

Area 

Fayette  County  contains  724  squoxe  miles,   or  463,360  acres  5/,  of  irhich 
449  222  acres  are  listed  as  farm  land,  q/    It  contains  20  townships  and  rcnks 
eighth  in  point  of  size  in  the  State, 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Fayette  County  are  grouped  into  5  classes  accoi'ding  to  their 
origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,   swamp  and  bottom"land,  and 
residual.     The  drift  soils  cover  62»3  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  in- 
to Carrington  loams — 42.9  percent,   Clyde  silty  clay  loam--15c4  percent,  Lindley 
loams — 3,5  percent,   and  Thurston  sandjr  loam — 0.5  percent^.     The  loess  soils

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cover  27.3  percent  of  the  surface  and  o.re  divided  into  Fayette  silt  lo&y.i — 20.3 
percent,  and  Tana  silt  loam — 7.0  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover  5,7  percent 
of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  O'lieill  loams — 3»6  percent,  Plainfield  loam — 
1.3  percent,  Bremer  losrn — 0,4  percent,  Jachson  silt  loejn — 0.2  percent,  cjid 
Waukesha  silt  loajn — 0.2  percent.     The  srranp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  4.3 
percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  h'ahash  loaj^is — 2.4  percent,  Cass 
loems — 1.8  percent,   snd  muck — 0,1  percent.     The  residual  soil,  Sogn  clay  loam, 
covers  0o4  percent  of  the  area.  ?/ 

Topography 

There  are  tnro  distinct  topographical  ref-;ions  apparent  in  this  county. 
Throughout  the  irestern  and  southern  pcxts  of  the  county  the  soils  are  derived 
from  the  lov/an  glacial  drift.     Erosion  has  not  heen  excessive  and  the  topogra- 
phy is  gently  rolling  to  undulating. 

The  second  topographic  division  occurs  in  the  northeastern  corner  and  in- 
cludes about  one-au8xter  of  the  surface.     This  is  characterized  by  deeply  cut 
channels  in  the  loessial  soil,  making  the  surface  more  rolling  and  the  topo- 
graphic features  more  pronounced.     The  drainage  of  the  county  is  effected  by 
the  Turkey  River  system  which  drains  about  three-fourths  of  the  county.  The 
Maquoketa  p.iver  system  drains  the  southeastern  part  and  the  Wapsipinicon  Pdver 
system  drains  the  southvYestern  part,  O/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1959)  v.^as  46.4  degrees,  o/ 
The  average  precipitation  for  42  years  (1883-1930)  was  34.04  inches,  and~the 
grov/ing  season  averaged  140  days  betp.Teen  the  killing  frost  dates  of  Hay  11 
and  September  28,  recorded  from  1394  to  1930,  lo/ 

Population 

The  population  grov/th  in  Fayette  County  was  r-pid  in  the  early  years,  but 
it  has  re:.iDined  more  or  less  constant  since  1900,     Its  population  density  is 
40  persons  per  square  mile,   as  compared  to  the  State  density  of  44.

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  27  cooperative  in:titutions  in  operation  in  this  coun- 
ty— 2  elevators,  18  creameries,  5  livostoch  enterprises,  1  petroleuiM  plm.t  end 
1  T.'ool  association.. 

As  a  y^hole,  they  had  4,354  members,  of  "fhich  3,815  were  active,  and  7,360 
persons  did  business  yath  the  27  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  busi 
ness  volvjne  of  '|;2, 639,  214  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  ,;391,273 
worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farmi  com:podities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,   end  selling  cooperatives  marhet 
farm  cod: :odities  for  their  m.em.bers  and  patrons,  17/

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The  .'greatest  nijmber  of  apple  trees,   54,143,  was  recorded  in  1909,  'out  the 
£;reatest  crop,  33,741  tushels,  was  listed  in  1834-,     The  record  year  for  cherries 
was  1909,  vhen  4,  777  trees  and  341  m^shels  ■'..ere  reported.     There  ifore  11,452 
plum  trees  in  1909  and  1,G58  hushels  in  1094.     These  were  the  years  of  -reatest 
nuLTibers  md  greatest  production,  respectiYely.

Note  Regarding;  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breeJrdorm  for  corn  acreage  is  as  folloiTS: 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  su.m- 
mations  of  individual  farm  productions  sho^./n  as  husked.  This  assumes  that 
acreage  not  hus::ed  would  have  produced  the  sane  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  yoarc,   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  vrere  made  by  the  'jtate  ■^.ssessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  tliose  years  -"ould  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  ',yh.ich  would  have  a  different  end  lov.'-er 
yield*     This  separate  ;^d.eld  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  i;as  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships «     The  tormship  yields 
for  these  'c\fo  ye.ars,   then,  are  somevfhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shoiai  by 
tovmship  -./ith  this  yield,  and  any  attei.rpt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shoim 
to  get  total  production  v.dll  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  covinty  sUiTim.ca''y 
table  figures  for  corn  jdeld  in  1934  oTiCi  1933  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  hushed  and  these  yields  m£.y  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shovm  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tovmship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shorm  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  tofmship  yields  ra-e, 
therefore,   consistent  in  o.ll  years  e:::copt  1934  raid  1936.
